Tho doparturo of the Hon J W Truteh 
is a oircuuistuneo which would appear 
to olaira Bomeibiiit,' more than u moro 
paBBing uotioo ut onr hands It bus 
been said that some mon are born 
great, whilo others have groatnosa 
thurBt upon thorn. But there appears 
to be a third class, those who attain 
groatuosB by a proper and dilligent ubc 
of thoir time and talents. Those aro 
oomrnouly called ' self-made mon,' — 
thoy aro the best typo of rami ; and it 
ia to this ola^a tliac t.bo subjoct ot tho 
prosent article m;iy be regarded asi more 
properly belonging. Arriving horo in 
1858, Mr Truteh applied himself to the 
practice of h's profession, that ot Civil 
Engineer, and it was not long bolero he 
bocamo a Govoruuiont (Jontructor Wo 
believe his first contract of any consid* 
erablo magnitude was that of the present 
road connecting Victoria and S<quiiUilt 
Taa faithfulness, skill and HuoeeBS 
eviuoud in this capacity soon won lor 
him a reputation, and bo enabled to was 
undertake and exocuto some of iho most 
important publio works upon the Main- 
land, amongst which might bj mom ion, 
cd one of the mosi diffioult Bections of 
tho great highway between Salo and 
Lytton. Tho beautiful AJoxtindro. bridge 
which epauB tho Fraser River fourteen 
miles above Yalo, waa built by him, 
not, however, "h a Government work, 
but'u private enterprise, hucured by a 
charter, and now, by tffluxiou of timo, 
tho property ol the Colony. It is scarcely 
surprising that upon a change of Admin- 
istration in 1864 Mr Truteh should have 
been selected to till the important uffleo 
■which he has hold up to the. proseut 
time, and it is with ttiis period oi bis lite 
that wo have ouiefly to do. It would 
bo unfaithful on onr part to Bay that 
Mr Truteh has throughout the whole 
period of his offioial connection with the 
colony, been popular with the public; 
but "a sense of justice oompella 
us to fuj that during tho seven 
years h» has had olmr^o ot tho 
most important department io t lis Govern- 
ment evan malice lias never ventured to 
whisper a doubt as to hid honor and integrity 
bb a public otlioer ; and if ho failed during a 
prcyioua administration to secure public ap- 
proval lo as great an exttnt a» ooald have 
been wished more recent eventd tend to 
Show thai he owed that circumstance chiefly 
to tho false position he was riiatli to occupy 
in a Ukts ami most unpopular ays em, la- 
deod, it was not until toe last two sessions ol 
tho Legielaluro tout Mr Truteh hud an op- 
portunity ol doing jastice either ro himself 
or to the colony ; und it is not too much lo 
Bay that duriug these two sessioos, or ruihcr 
during the last session and the present one, 
he has not only succeeded in completely dia- 
fipating prejudice* oreaied under a previous 
administration, but he has earned a reputa- 
tion nnd popularity which will cause the 
circumstance ot his departure to bo regarded 
with very Kentral regmt. As u depart- 
mental ollicer his ability has naver r-oi-ri call- 
ed in qaestiob. As an Bxeouiive officer, we 
have not trie mean* of knowing rnuca uboul 
him, but we are l-d to think that he has ex- 
crcisad no little influence in the 'neotet tlisro. 
her.' It id in bis capacity as a member of 
the Legislative Cuuncil that Mr TrBteh is 
beat and mo.il favorably known to the public ; 
and it is in this capacity that he has made 
his abilities m >rt let. As a debater be is 
unqueaii.ma bly able, ever inspiring the lis- 
tener with a bdiol in hi j honesty and ear- 
nestness to uo and support the right, wholly 
irrespective of men or of parly. The im- 
portant part whioh it has fallen to bis lot to 
play in the great scheme of Confederation, 
now so nearly and happily completed, will 
oauso Mr Truto'i to lie remembered as among 
the most able masier-buildcrs ia laying the 
foundations of Empire in the West, and it is 
most Cuing iha; to hi<n should be de- 
legated the work of giviog the finishing* 
touch to that great end beautiful edifice. 
It is ulready kuuwn that the subject of these 
remarks has declined to aocopt a public 
banquet in recognition ot his seivicea as a 
public officer, lie leaves thecilony to- 
morrow. Whether his offioial connection 
with Britili Columbia terruinutos with his 
present mission lo Oituwa and lo EnglaocJ 
it is impossible to say ; hut wo only give 
form lo tho general wish when woexpre.a 
tho hopo thut such may not bo tho case. 
Tho lime is now clos' at hand wheu tho co- 
lony will ho ill able lo nparu snub men. It 
is not impossible that Mr Truicb may return 
in a posiiiou offering a still wider Held for the. 
cxercisool nis uUnts, und wbich will enable 
him in a slill higher degree lo conirilnito 
towards the prosperity of a colony with the 
early history of wtiich his name muni ever he 
intimately associated. Should he return, in 
whatever capacity ho will be sure of a hearty 
welcome. Should lie s joIc in another field a 
wider scope for tho exercise cf his talents hn 
will carry with him the best wishes ol the 
pooplo of British Colombia,

TARIFF. 

Mr Nathan moved tbat the Canadian 
taiill ba further considered. The bon mover 
said be waa more convinced now than e^r 
before that the Canadian tariff should be 
accepted immediately with ooioo. The re- 
turns ol imports ehowod a tailing ofl in two 
years of iLirty-'hree and a third p i cent in 
general merohandise aud a decroase of 50 
per cent in suoh articles as wo ate uAfd lo 
proioo'. If thiriy-tbrce and one third pr-r 
cent were deducted from the fifty per eent it 
would bo seen tf at pr.»t- e i >;i u >•! doue 
little for tbe agriculturist. Dnder i be Ca- 
nadian tarifl cattle roiaets were protected 
moro (ban uow, and the diflereneo in the 
duties on (arm products waa thus more thsn 
made up. The boo mover produced sta- 
tistics to show that should wo retain o .r own 
taiill wo ahoold be losers to the nine ol 
$70,000 or $80,000 per annum, and con- 
tended that with ihs Canadian tariff farmers 
would be a a well, if not better, situated than 
now. With trie Canadian tar.fl Would 
oome less coat for living aud, oonsequecily, 
lo.vor rates of wages. Some laraiers really 
find tboir interests suffering irom lbs reten- 
tion ol the pteseot tarifl, and ii was equally 
truo that tbe commercial, manufacturing, 
minio2 and li ni; g intereata a I aaffered Irom 
u like causu. At LillooBt 6000 barrels ol 
flour lay for want of a maikei. O.ieol tho 
chief objects the people had in voting for 
Confederation waa to secure the Canadian 
tariff. Tun hon mover concluded by Baying 
thai every interest, Bave tbat of agriculture, 
would auffi r ii the present turill were re- 
tained. He moved for an address to His 
Excellency the Governor r iquesling him to 
acquaint "the Government ol Canada that it 

the wish oi this Counoil that tho Cana- 
dian tarifl and excise laws be extended to 
British Columbia simnltaneously with uaioo, 
or as soon thereafter as practicable. 

Mr Cornwall seconded, 

Hon Dr Belmcken rose to oppose tho re. 
solution, and hoped to be able lo relate Borne 
of the arguments advanced by hi- hen col- 
league. He objected to the motion, Bnd al- 
though a member loi the chief commercial 
city he ceulil not allow that fact to «oveni 
him when the ioteireBis ol ihe whole eolonj 
were aftt'ike. For Victoria the Cunadiin 
taiill wiuld he the best— but it would no; be 
the beat for Ibo whole colony. Our own ta 
riff affords protection to tbe larraer , the Ca- 
nidion Tariff projects only cuttle lai ors. If 
be wished 10 make a gardeu or cul tvate a 
piece of ground he h-d lo pay loi i . II the 
colony Wished the land ol the oloov oaltiva- 
ted the oountry would bave to pay for it by 
protection. The laud required the expendi- 
ture of au immense amount ol labor beforo a 
could be converted into cultivated fields — and 
tho reason why ha asked ibat tBe duties on 
wheat, oats, &o may o reiaiuod \vh r,uat 
tho poor people wane on tbat laud tud cul- 
tivated it should be protec ed. The duty on 
train wus tho boot proteeliotl that could bo 
afforded the farmer.'

lion Dr Carrall rose to support the oiigi- 
nul :o«:lution and hoped lo kill Iwo birds 
with one stone — to aid io ihe doleat of the 
amendment snd to oQeet iho pusHsge of the 
resolution. Not very long ago tho same 
bash as tho arnflndmeiit was served up to 
this ilouso and »ai swallowed by tho hon 
inembois. He waa sorry to differ from tbe 
bon gentleman, acd ho waB ajrry that, hav- 
ing arrived at the very pinnacle o| powoi 
(a laugii). he (Dr Helmcken) waa enabled lo 
away ihU Council so frequently to hia way ol 
thinkiog. The bon gentleman, as a physi- 
cian, administered nauseous doses eouifl 
times. This was one ol tbem and he(Dr 
Carrall) »tood thoie as a corrective (laughter).

Hon Dr flrlinoken here roee to corroct a 
remark ol tbe bon Dr Carrnll. 

Hon Dr Carrall — You were lold in Canada 
tbat iho chnieo was between tho Canadian 
and tho British Columbian turill' and il is 
incompetent for tha Counoil to paas auy such 
resolution ua the hon gentlemao proposes. Ii 
hud b«en said that, wa could not deal with 
this ques'ion in this Parliament. Then why

Di Helmcken— 1 wa3 lold in Canada that 
tho Canadiau Parliament oould moke lha nb 
lermiona in the lutitl easily after as he- 
lore union. 

Hou Attorney General reviewed the pro- 
vioua action ol Iho Council iu resolving to 
send a telegram to Canada respeotiug cenaio 
modifications. Tha reply waa ihai ihe Dj* 
minion Government oould not of tbemaelvea 
allow this Counoil lo make the modifications, 
because the terms we e in the character cl n 
I'reaty, hut lhat at soon aa they wore no- 
copied by the Canadian Governmont iho 
Parliament could ho neliod to entertain nud 
probably would allow tho modifications. The 
reply was na favorable as o.mld be expected,

THOMSON S ROAD srKAMSftS. 

Hon Dr Carrall moved the secoud reading of 
ihe Bill granting lieedy k Barnard certain 
priTileges in resnect te tho introduction of 
Thomson's Patent Road Steamers, The hou 
gontlemrvn gave tho history and explained tbe 
ndvH.uts.ges of these steamerd, pointing out 
ihe benefits that would accrue to tbe country 
at large from their introduction, and intima- 
ting tbat tho opposition to the Bill was trace- 
able to individuals who had a personal object 
;o servo in keeping out these steamors. He 
nnd received a telegram fiom Clinton, stnling 
thai the people of Ldlooet District had peti- 
tioned in favor of tho Bill. 

[Mr Humphreys hero interrupted, asserting 
that ho was in a position to state that noi ono 
of the people of the I.illuoel District beyond 
thoso in tho employ of one of the parties soek- 
ing tbo Bill had signed such ft petition.] 

Hou Dr Carrall resumed, and said tho peti- 
tion would bo down iu duo course and would 
speak (or itself, lie continued to explain the 
provisions of tho Bill, aud, in a vory able 
speech, moved in second reading. 

Hon Attorney General explained tbe position 
in which the Government stood towards the 
measure. It had been fully considered in Kx- 
ocu'ivo, audit bad been decided that, with 
certain alterations aue modifications^ tho Gov- 
ernor would be prepared tu sauctiou the Bill, 
if passed by the Council. Ha explained tho 
changes and modifications, tho chief of which 
were us follows; The Bill only to give the 
exclusive right for one year; tho parties to 
guarantee the Government to repair the ronds 
aud to strengthen the bridges, If found neces- 
sary, at their own expense • the maximum rata 
affreight between Yale and Barkervillo to be 8 
centai instead of 10. 

Mr Humphreys mads ono of his characteris- 
tic harangues against tho Bill, denouncing it 
as aa iniquitous measure and a disgrucu to the 
House. In the course of his remarks ho used 
words respecting one of tho gentleman inter- 
ested in tho measure which hon Dr Carrall 
asked to have taken down. 

Mr DeOosmos lose (excitedly) to a question 
of order, and denied tiio right uf tho House- to 
have tbe words taken down. 

Hon Speaker informed tho member for Vic- 
toria District that the Clerk had tukon down 
thu words complained of, 

Mr DeCosmoa said iho Clerk had no right 
trtakoihora down. It was unparliamentary 
and, in his opinion, wrong. 

Hon Speaker said that might be tho opinion 
of tho member for Victoria District ; hut it 
was Immaterial, lie (tboSpoaker) had on the 
request of a member, directed tho Clerk to 
lake tbo wordB down, and it had been done. 

Mr Humphreys resumed. He said some- 
thing about dragging tlio carrion out. and 
banging it up before tho tho public gaze, aud 
gibbeting the mover of the infamous measure. 
These steamers, if introduced, would ruiu 
those at present engaged in thu carrying trade, 
those living along Ibo roadside aud tlio now 
mail contractors — but ho would not be op-, 
posed to their introduction il ft monopoly wero 
uot given I 

Mr DeCosmoa followed In opposition lo tlio 
Bill. Hu referred to a petition from two gens 
tinmen of large means offering to introduce 

steamors without any legislative encourage- 
ment. Tho manufacturers of these stoumera 
would supply tboui on tbreo yours' credit and 
tako thorn back if noi suoosasfu I, so that all 
tho capital necessary to introduce thorn was 
tho pi Ice of freignt Irom Qngland. Ho was 
not opposed to their introduction — only tu 
granting a monopoly. 

The debate was adjourned till Monday, and 
tho Council adjourned till Friday at 1 p.m.
